H E fubjeft on which I am about to 
fpeak is grand and fublime, it is the 
key-ftone of the Arch of the Univerle 
— I requeft your kindeft attention. 


The grand bafu on which all focietie» reft 
ihould be that of Religion— 
There are no 
peopleextantwho do not henor the Supreme 
Being either by worihip or Sacrifices— The 
Suprume Author of Nature is known under 
athoufand forms— under a thoufand differ­ 
ent names— in all which he it acknowledged 
Mafter of the'Univerle. 


The original inhabitant* of this ifland, 
our predeceffors, as well as thofe of the vaft 
neighbouring continent, 
adored the Sun, 
and confeffed him their Creator and Prefer- 
ver whom they feared to offend, and their 
refpettful fear of him, in an unfortunate 
circumftance, accelerated their ruin. 


The Pagan*, fuch a* the Grecian» and 
the Romans, acknowledged befides the Fa- 
tune which they adored, 
thirty-thoufand 
Gods. 


The Egyptian* had their Minevi*, their 
Apis, and their Onuphia— The Ethiopeans 
their Cynophagus of every kind— The In­ 
dian his Fetiches— The Thibet - his grand 
Lama—-The Chinefe his Idol Foh— in fine, 
all nature ;

The Heavens I 
the 


Earth ! and the Seas !— thefe are my wit- 
nefTes.— What other Arm than that of the 
Almighty could poife thefe immenfe Globes, 
one of which governs the Day and the other 
the Night ?— W hat Arm I fay can,fufpend 
over our Heads thofe numerous Stars, which

H E fubjeft on which I am about to 
fpeak it grand and fublime, it it the 
key-ftone of the Arch o f the Univerfe 
•I requeft your kindeft attention. 
T he grand bafts oil which all focieties reft 
ftiould be that of Religion— 
There are no 
people extant who do not honor the Supreme 
Being either by worlhip or facrifkcs— 
The 
Suprume Author of Nature it known u ndrr 
athoufand forms— under a thoufand differ­ 
ent names— in all which he it acknowledged 
Matter o f the Univerfe. 
T h e original inhabitant! of this iftand, 
our predeceffors, at well ai thofe ot the vaft 
neighbouring continent, 
adored the Sun, 
and confected him their Creator and Preser­ 
ver whom they feared to offend, and their 
refpe&ful fear o f him, in an unfortunate 
circumftance, accelerated their ruin. 
T h e Pagans, fuch at the Grecians and 
the Romans, acknowledged betides the Fa- 
tune which they adored, 
thirty-thouiand 
Gods. 
T h e Egyptians had their M inevis, their 
Apis, and their Onuphis— T h e Ethiopeans 
their Cynophagus of every kind— T h e In- 
ditn his Fetiches— T h e T h ib e t his grand 
Lam a— The Chinefe his Idol Fob— in fine, 
all nature ; 
all nations— have had 
their 
Gods and their Altars ! 
Such as have not enjoyed revealed R e li­ 
gion,created in their fancy erroneous Gods, 
but this error, not as to the exiftence, but 
as to the nature of God indubitably proves 
that all recognized a Supreme 
H ead — 
Hence the neccffity o f W orlhip is ack n o w ­ 
ledged by the unanimous content o f all 
nations. 
T h e Worfhip rendered to the A lm igh ty, 
fhas often been unworthy the people o f whom 
I have been fpeaking, they disfigured the 
Image of the Divinity, for wlfen proftrated 
at the foot of an Idol they imagined tTiey a* 
dored the true God. 
Faith, Hope and Charity, was the device 
on their Banners— I will not enlarge on 
Myftical Religion, I will addrefs you as a 
M afon— in fine, I will fpeak to you from 
the d i l a t e s of my heart, diverted o f every 
reafon but that of truth and the honor of 
the Temple, whereof I am, together with 
you all, One o f the Votaries. 
T h e firft Hep I have to take it to acknow ­ 
ledge a Supreme Being, the Prime M over, 
the Creator, the Preferver o f all M ankind. 
I f any one doubts of his ncctffary exiftence, 
let him open his ryes to the 
magnific cut 
fpentacle of Universal N atu re— let him cart 
his looks o r the rich magnificence o f the 
Heavens— let his imagination defcend to the 
abyfs of the feat— let him, in fine, look into 
hiinfelf, and always, yes always, and every 
where G O D is prefent. 
T he proud and 
vain-glorious Atheift afks me, W h o is God ?

Earth ! and the Seas I— thefe are my wit- 
nefTes.— W h at other Arni than that of the 
A lm igh ty could poife thefe immenfe Globes, 
one o f which governs the Day and the other 
the N ig h t ?— W h a t A n n I fay caiifufpend 
over our Heads thofe numerous Stars, which 
are probably fo many W orlds ; O Heaven^! 
O Earth I and thou O Sun I 
whofe vivify­ 
ing Virtues furpafs my expreffion, and thou 
O Planet o f the N ight ! and thou O N ig h t 
thyfelf I what Grandeur! what 
Majefty I 
wiio can be your Creator but G o d ! 
Yes, the Heavens announce the Exiftence 
and the Glory of God. 
C ali indicant Glo­ 
riam D ei— he is the A rchiteft o f tho Sky,
